City Casts Big Vote For 
Hoover; Gives Garner I^ead 
Over Combined Opposition 


Smashing; Majorities Record¬ 
ed Ajrainst Sharkey Bill 
/ ^ .-And^,Beach Drilling; 

Despite the fact that President 
Hoover was without opposition in 
the primary of his party, Sierra 
-Madre ca.st the greatest vote it 
has ever polled at a pre.sidentlal 
primary election on Tuesday, 
when more than 70 per cent of 
the total registration performed 
the duty of citizenship.. 

There’ were 697 voters' cast for 
the unopposed candidates for dele¬ 
gates running in the President’s 
intere.st,'while 147 other Repub¬ 
licans failed to have their bal¬ 
lots counted because they be- 
leived there was no necessity for 
marking them. Fifteen Repub¬ 
lican voters announced at the 
polling places that since they 
could not support the President 
and he was without opposition 
they would refuse to vote on the 
presidential l.saue, contending 
themselves by casting only the 
special ballot on which the refer¬ 
endum proposals were listed. 

Sierra Madre joined in giving 
California to Speaker Gamer for 
the Democratic Presidential nomi¬ 
nation. his vote being greater 
than the combined vote of Smith 
and Roosevelt, his opponents. His 
vote was 177. Smith was second 
with 97 and Roosevelt received 
75. Seventeen Democrats dropped 
their unmarked ballots Into the 
boxes. 

The city’s greatest vote was 
cast against the Sharkey oU bill 
which appeared on the special 
ballot as Proposition No. 1. A 
total of 963 votees were recorded 
against the measure and only 268 
In its favor. The city’s protest 


against further encroachments on 
the beach lands by the oil com¬ 
panies was only slightly less em¬ 
phatic, there being 830 votes cast 
in favor of Proposition No. 2 and 
330 against it. 

In the primary election of four 
years ago in which Herbert 
Hoover wa.s unopp>osed he re¬ 
ceived 504 votes here, while A1 
Smith, running against Senators 
Reed and Wal.sh for the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination, received 67 
votes as against 70 for his two 
opponents.

Louise Gunning was starred by 
both Shubert and Henry Savage, 
and just before the outbreak of 
the \Vorld War she went to Italy 
to study for grand opera. Then 
the war came. Returning hur¬ 
riedly to New York on a .small 
boat she became nervous and ill, 
and came to California for a 
short re.st. Previously she had 
purcha.sed a home in Sierra 
Madre, while on a visit. Like so 
many people she came to vaca¬ 
tion. and settled dowm perm¬ 
anently. Within six months she 
had married a fellow artist, the 
violinist, Professor Selling, and 
given up all thoughts of contin¬ 
uing the career which she had 
left at its very peak. 

Mrs. Selling, animated and 
charming, .still sings and beau¬ 
tifully, but now only for the en¬ 
tertainment of her friends and 
gue.sts. Her home is on the hill¬ 
side above the head of Adams 
street, the e.state extending far 
back into a canyon that narrows 
as it penetrates the mountainside. 

The house was built entirely 
by Professor Selling’s own hands 
and the park-like grounds, which 
include a canyon garden, are 
probably the most picturesque in 
the city. It is marvelously and 
densely planted and practically 
every growing thing grew from 
seed planted by the Sellings on 
the estate that is one of the 
city’s show places. 

■The former prima donna’s life 
is quiet here, and domestic, with 
a well ordered diversity of inter¬ 
ests. And a bit unusual, coming 
from a woman whose life has 
been the glamorous one of the 
stage, is her common-sense 
philosophy , . . ”I can see noth¬ 
ing in the life that some of the 
Hollywood and Beverly circles 
lead'... the same old routine of 
teas and parties . . Such people 

have nothing within themselves, 
and so must always be seeking 
outside of themselves ...”

This is the month for planting 
subtropical fruits and ornament¬ 
als. They enjoy warm ground 
when they are planted. These 
plants include oranges, lemons, 
grapefruit, tangerines, loquots, 
avocados, guavas, fiejoas, cheri- 
moyias (custard apples), pa.sslon 
fruit, bananas. Natal plums and 
sapotes. In ornamentals: Coral 
trees, bougainvilllas, hibiscus, 
streptosolum, jacarandas, lantan- 
as, oleanders and poinsettias. 

Dahlias should be divided now 
and planted. Each tuber must 
have an “eye” or it wilt not 
grow. 

New plants of chrysanthemums 
should be planted now or your * 
old plants can be cut back, taken 
up and divided and replanted.
